BROMELIADS 


The Pineapple Family 


Most of the Bromeliads are "air plants'' or, to be more exact, epiphytes, growing naturally on trees, so their care is 
somewhat different from other house plants. The potting-medium must in all cases be well drained. For convenience 
in handling we use osmunda (the same fern-root fiber which is used inorchid-potting); any = orchid-potting medium, 
such as fir bark, cedar bark, etc., as well as a mixture of coarse sand and crushed granite and German peat, will 
prove satisfactory in most cases. Those plants‘that hold water between the leaves should always be kept filled with 
water-- preferably rainwater. Spray the foliage with water frequently, and furnish ea one BOE: at least once 
a week. Do not use any spray containing oil} or any minerals such as copper, arsenic, or zinc, either in spray or in 


supporting wires, etc.
